Victims Of Indiana Murderess In 
Early 1900s May Top Texas Toll 
INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — If 
the number of apparent victims 
of Hoosier-born Dean Allen 
Corll and his confessed helpers 
does prove to constitute the 
•vorst mass murder in U.S. his­ 
tory—as Texas officials fe a r- 
then one of the eclipsed records 
would be that of another Hoo­ 
sier. 
The case of Belle Gunness, 
'who lured many of her victims 
to a farm near La Porte, w as 
being recalled in Indiana as a 
result of the Houston area slay 
ings. She was alleged to have 
killed as many as 45. 
The exact number of victims 
attributed to Corll. a native of 
Fort Wayne, and two other per­ 
sons may never be known, ac­ 
cording to Houston detectives. 
AM the Indiana lawmen, who 
underwent the same gruesome 
tasks of removing bodies of 
murder victims from shallow' 
graves in the locked garden of 
Belle Gunness and who found a 
cellar torture chamber, long 
since have died. But judging 
from accounts of that time in 
the early 1900s, they too be­ 
lieved the total number of vic­ 
tims never was known. 
Lacking modern crime detec­ 
tion techniques, the investi­ 
gators who followed the trail of 
Belle could not determine how' 
many separate bodies were 
buried in her garden “ceme­ 
tery” back of her farm home 
on Fish Trap Lake. They found 
and officially listed the names 
of 12 murder victims, but re­ 
corded statements to indicate 
the total could have been over 
40. 
Lured By Sex? 
Sex may have been the lure 
that brought many of Belle’s 
victims to her farm. A native of 
Sel be, Norway. Belle’s approach 
was to advertise in Norwegian 
language newspapers in what 
today would be called a “lonely 
hearts” column. She wrote fer­ 
vent love letters that caused an 
undetermined number of would- 
be mates, to come to La Porte. 
CorM’s death at the hands of 
one of his young alleged asso­ 
ciates seems an event likely to 
be proved in some future court 
proceedings, but the way in 
which Belle died may never be 
known. A fire swept her home 
AprH 28. 1908. 
The body of a headless wom­ 
an found in the fire, along with 
the bodies of Belle’s three chil­ 
dren, was at first thought to be 
Belle. 
But after investigators broke 
down an eight-foot high fence 
around a garden back of the 
house and began digging up 
body after body, the conclusion 
grew' that Belle had added four 
more m orders to her toll and 
then taken a train to an un­ 
known destination. 
The death bed statement of 
Ray Lamphere was accepted by 
many as the most likely account 
of what did happen. 


He said Belle, his former em­ 
ployer, had enticed 42 men to 
her farm home and that only 
one had escaped death. 
Victims Were Drugged 
A c c o r d i n g to Lamiphere’ 
story, Belle drugged her vic­ 
tims’ coffee and later killed 
them in a “butcher shop” she 
had in her cellar. 
lie said the night before the 
fire, when Belle knew that a 
brother of one of her victims 
was coming to start an investi­ 
gation, she cut off the head of a 
hired woman and killed her own 
children. 
Lamphere admitted setting 
the fire tha4 swept the home 
and driving Belle to a train sta­ 
tion. Lamphere ’* death oc­ 
curred in the Indiana State 
Prison while serving a sentence 
for the arson he had admit*ed. 
For many years, reports that 
Belle was alive and living in 
various places throughout the 
United States would make pe­ 
riodic appearances. But official 
records do not show she ever 
was found.

Suspect Buried 
At Houston 
HOUSTON, Tex. (UPI) — An 
American flag was draped over 
the coffin of suspected mass 
killer Dean Allen Corll as he 
was buried Friday, and a Meth­ 
odist minister said, “We must 
now diliver this man into God’s 
judgment and also His mercy 
and grace.” 
Corll, burn in Fort Wayne, 
Ind., Dec. 21, 1939, was killed 
by gunshots fired Wednesday by 
a teen-ager who is accused of 
killing as many as 30 young 
boys with Corll and another 
youth over a three-year period. 
“No matter how much we 
love our children, we must let 
them go and not feel guilty for 
what they make of their lives,” 
said the Rev. Robert D. Joiner 
of the Sunset Methodist Church 
in suburban Pasadena during 
ihe services. 
“And I commend the family 
to the same mercy and grace 
because they must now live 
with the things that will be 
said,” the preacher continued.

This seems 
the time to seriously consider 
restructuring

branch to make it more open 
in its deliberations and deci­ 
sions, and more responsive to 
the people.” 
Bauer made his suggestions 
for a three-member national 
executive setup in a letter to 
Sen. Jam J. Ervin, DN. C., 
chairman of the Senate commit­ 
tee conducting the Watergate 
hearings. 
Points Up Defects 
The Watergate investigation, 
he said, “points out not solely 
the possible defects in the cha­ 
racter of a man, but defects in 
the system itself”—defects he 
believes could result in dicta­ 
torial powers resting in th e 
hands of one man, the presi­ 
dent, whoever he may be. 
Contending checks and balan­ 
ces are not guaranteed within 
each of the three individual 
branches of government, Bauer 
wrote Ervin and offered t h e 
county commissioner system 
with its three-member board as 
a possible alternative. 
He suggested an amendment 
to the U.S. Constitution to re­ 
place the president and vice 
president with three national 
commissioners, each elected 
from different districts w i t h 
identical population. Each would 
be elected to a six-year term, 
but terms would be staggered 


so voters would elect one com­ 
missioner every two years. 
“The people would have a 
chance to express their appro­ 
val or disapproval of the execu­ 
tive office every two years in­ 
stead of four,” he said. “In­ 
stead of taking ou* their frustra­ 
tions with the national admini­ 
stration or congressmen in off- 
year elections, they would have 
an opportunity to express their 
approval or disapproval by vot­ 
ing directly on one member of 
the executive branch every two 
years. 
Outlined At Chicago 
“This would also make each 
election year of equal impor­ 
tance and level off the peaks 
and valleys of voters’ interests, 
taking away the emotional pag­ 
eantry which the selection of the 
one man generates every four 
years during a presidential elec­ 
tion and then slumps during the 
off years,” Bauer added. 
The South Bend legislator, 
who outlined the proposal in con­ 
nection with a meeting of the 
National Council of State Gov­ 
ernment in Chicago this week, 
said the main objection to such 
a plan emanates from “t h o s e 
who think they have to have a 
president 4o be like a figure­ 
head for the nation.” 
To preserve such an image, 
Bauer suggested the three com­ 
missioners would elect one to 
be president and he would as­ 
sume the pomp, pageantry and 
stature currently accorded the 
executive head. The three offi­ 
cials would also elect a vice 
president and a secretary.

After that fish catch is in, 
smoking the fish provides a 
wonderful flavor, putting them 
in the realm of gourmet that 
command a premium price at 
supermarkets. 
The 
s m o k i n g 
process, 
originally 
was a method of 
preserving part of the catch for 
future use. It’s not dificult and 
nearly 
every 
nimrod 
can 
produce successful results on 
the first try. 
Many devices, ranging from 
the pioneer-type smokehouses to 
oil drums and old refrigerators, 
have been employed by many 
enthusiasts 
of 
the 
art 
of 
smokery 
although 
portable, 
commercial 
units 
provide 
a 
more practical approach. These 
units consist oí a metal box 
some 28 inches square and 24 
inches 
high, 
and 
have 
a 
removable 
wire 
rack 
inside 
which holds the meat to be 
smoked. 
The base of the unit contains 
a 
small, 
low-power 
electric 
hotplate and metal pan. The 
pan is filled with hardwood 
sawdust 
or 
chips, 
usually 
hickory, from a supply that 
comes with the smoker, and the 
chips are placed on the hotplate 
and slowly fried, producing the 
smoke necessary to cure the 
food. 
The 
unit 
is 
compact 
enough to take on fishing trips 
and is useable any place where 
there is an electric plug in. 
Nearly any specie of fish is 
delictable 
smoked, 
including 
bass, trout and even carp. 
Preparing 
the 
fish 
for 
smoking is an easy but im­ 
portant step. Remove the scale* 
from 
large-scale 
fish 
(un­ 
necessary for trout); wash the 
fish well in cold water; remove 
any bloody flesh and be very 
sure to remove the dark kidney 
strip from along the backbone. 
Fish from 2Vi to 3 pounds can 
be smoked whole but larger 
ones should be sliced or fileted 
into more manageable pieces. 
Pack the fish in any glass, 
earthenware 
or 
porcelainized 
container (never in bare metal). 
Using the proportion of three- 
fourths cup of salt to a gallon 
of water, prepare enough brine 
to completely cover the fish. 
The fish should soak for 18 to 
48 hours, depending on the size 
of the chunks. Oversoaking is 
nearly impossible so if there’s 
any doubt, leave them to soak 
for a longer time. 
When the brining period has 
ended, 
the 
fish 
should 
be 
washed 
again 
good 
in 
cold 
running water, then dried with 
a towel. Arrange the pieces in 
the smoking rack, taking care 
that no piece touches another, 
thus allowing free circulation. 
Perm it the smoking rack with 


its load of fish to sit in the 
open air some two hours to dry 
while you’re getting the smoker 
itself ready. 
It’s 
advisable 
to 
set 
the 
smoker in an open area and 
to place it on bricks or stones 
to prevent the possibility of 
electric shock. Fill the smoke 
pan 
with sawdust from the 
supply that comes 'with the kit. 
You can use green apple wood, 
cherry wood or even ground 
corncobs. Sprinkle in a little 
water on the sawdust and stir 
until the moisture is absorbed 
evenly. 
R e m e m b e r that drybone 
sawdust 
has 
a 
tendency 
to 
smolder rapidly and may even 
flare 
up. 
Blazing 
should be 
strict1 y 
controlled 
since 
the 
whole batch of fish could be 
ruined in a m atter of seconds. 
Place 
the 
rack 
into 
the 
smoke and turn on the heating 
element. Shortly, the sawdust in 
the pan will begin to char. 
Convection currents carry the 
smoke up to fill the smoker 
while excess smoke and heat 
escape through vent* at the top. 
A large volume of smoke is 
neither necessary nor desirable. 
If 
the 
amount 
of 
smoke 
escaping resembles a factory 
chimney, the smoke producing 
m aterial is being consumed at 
to rapid a rate and can cause 
a bitter flavor in the final good 
product. 
Some smokers have their own 
heat 
control 
regulator. 
For 
those that do not, blockage of 
some of the lower air holes or 
sprinkling 
a little 
water on 
sawdust in the 
fuel pan will 
help. It’s important to maintain 
a 
thin, 
constant 
volume 
of 
smoke, replenishing the sawdust 
whenever necessary for about 
six 
hours. 
For 
a 
really 
pronounced 
flavor, 
allow the 
fish to smoke about 12 hour*. 
T h r o u g h o u t the smoking 
cycle, 
brush 
the 
fish 
very 
lightly, 
interior and exterior, 
with cooking oil on a pastry 
brush at half-hour or hour in­ 
tervals. It’s important to be 
sparing with the oil since too 
much 
will 
seal 
the 
meat, 
keeping it from absorbing the 
smoke properly. 
The fish should have a warm, 
brown color like worn saddle 
leather 
at 
the end 
of the 
smoking 
process. 
The 
small 
amount of heat from the smoker 
has cooked the fish, and they 
can be 
eaten right from the 
smoker — or the fish will keep 
well for some three weeks in 
refrigeration storage. 
As 
with 
any 
unfamiliar 
process, 
experimentation 
and 
practice 
bring the procedure 
down to a fine art. Ultimately, 
you will have produced smoked 
foods exactly to your own taste. 


Veteran, Who Lost Both Legs In 
Vietnam, Selected DAV Of Year

PROVO, Utah (UPI) — Five 
yeanv ago Michael Johnson lost 
both logs to a Vietnamese land 
mine. 
This 
year Johnson shot a 
four-point buck during hunting 
season and has been averaging 
almost 30 points a game for his 
basketball team. 
And next week he will be in 
Miami, 
Fla., 
to 
officially 
receive an award as Disabled 
Veteran of the Year at the Aug. 
12-18 national convention of the 
Disabled American Veterans. 
Johnson, 25, his wife, Denise, 
and 
their 
15-month-old 
son, 
Casey, live in a house half-way 
up the 
side of a mountain 
overlooking Provo. 
“ We had it built with wider 
hallways 
and 
with 
ramps 
instead 
of 
stairs,” 
the 
ex- 
Marine 
said. 
“It’s 
the 
litie 
things that count when you are 
in a wheelchair all the time.” 
He Works with Scouts 
In addition to his job as an 
engineering draftsman for the 
Federal 
Bureau of Reclama­ 
tion, his hunting, fishing and 
basketball games, he manages 
to find time to work with a 
local Boy Scout troop. 
On Jan. 30, 1968, the day 
Johnson stepped on the land 
mine in South Vietnam, not 
many would have given him a 
chance to ever be active again. 
His wounds cost him his right 
leg above the knee and his left 
leg at the hip. He lost two 
fingers and the thumb on his 
left hand, and the middle finger 
of his right hand. He has a 
steel plate in his forehead. A 
chunk of metal sliced off a 
chunk 
of his right arm. He 
spent a year and a half in 
military 
hospitals 
before 
he 
was well enough to be sent 
home. 


How did he overcome a l 
this? 
“ I 
wasn’t 
born 
to be 
a 
spectator,” he says. “ I burn to 
compete. I’ve always been that 
way. I won’t retire from sports 
until I’ve been on the cover of 
Sports Illustrated magazine.”

Johnson’s drive and competi­ 
tiveness 
aid him in helping 
rther 
amputees 
at 
the 
.Salt 
Lake Veterans Administration 
Hospital. Even though he says 
be 
“ hates” 
hospitals 
after 
spending 18 months in their 
after stepping on the booby 
trap, he occasiona ly goes back 
to counsel 
servicemen 
with 
similar injuries. 
“ I try to tell them about the 
things 
they 
can 
still, 
do— 
because when you realize what 
has happened, all you do is 
think of the things you can’t do 
again,” he said. 
And there are always the 
brighter moments. 
Johnson said his wheelchair 
basketball team challenged the 
American Basketball Associa­ 
tion’s Utah Stars to a benefit 
game.

Business Today

NEW YORK (UPI) — Budg­ 
eting is an economic “must” 
for nations, businesses and 
individuals, so teaching a child 
how to mar.age money should 
be done as early as possible. 
Since spending habits are 
acquired at an early age, that's 
when parents should start the 
learning process. 
Children first notice money 
when they visit stores with 
parents or friends. Shopping 
trips with pre-schoolers might 
be the best time to start the 
learning process, according to 
“Consumer Views,” a First 
National City Bank of New' 
York publication which has 
reviewed the question. “Give 
your toddler or five-year old 
some change and let him pay 
for his own crayons,” the bank 
suggests. 
Once 
the 
child 
becomes 
aware of numbers let him 
decide whether he wants to 
spend his coin on one soda or a 
pack of gum. Under five or six. 
according 
to 
the 
experts, 
children stil! are too young for 
a weekly allowance. They don't 
have a sense of “tomorrow'.” a 
necessary ingredient in any 
such planning. 
At the start, keep the child’s 
budget responsibilities simple. 
An allowance for a child under 
eight or nine should be only 
enough to buy ice cream, 
inexpensive toys and other 
small things that make him 
happy. 
At nine or 10, the allowance 
can cover more needs. Here's 
when the “heart to heart” talks 
begin. Sit down with him and 
list his needs and fancied needs 
—- lunch, 
carfare, 
movies, 
magazines. Along about that 
time it also might be wise to 
help the child set up a record of 


what he spends for a period of 
two weeks or so. 
Experts say an allowance 
should bé kept on a business 
basis. Forget emotionalism ©r 
forget the experiment. If the 
allowance is designed, to teach 
the child to handle money it 
should be a regular part of his 
life. Not a carrot dangled 
before his nose. 
There’s nothing wrong with 
making junior stay home from 
a movie because he refused to 
clean 
up his 
room. 
But 
disciplinary action should come 
after the allowance is handed 
over, not tied in with it through 
withholding. 
If an older child decides to 
get an outside job it may in 
many instances he unwise to 
discontinue or 
reduce 
the 
allowance. That, in effect, is 
penalizing his initiative. Talk it 
over 
and come 
to 
some 
understanding. A savings ac­ 
count, or whatever. 
And there will be times when 
the child, like the parent, 
comes up flat broke. Should you 
bail him out? Yes, say the 
experts. But make it in the 
form of an advance. That 
teaches him about horro wing 
and buying on credit... and 
paying back.

Doctor 
in the Kitchen*

Food Labeling — I 
A most interesting discussion 
(not a debate) occur red some 
weeks 
ago in 
Denver at 
a 
conference 
sponsored 
by the 
National Dairy Council for food 
writers. The subject was food 
labeling and the men airing 
views that caught my ears most 
were Dr. Ogden Johnson of the 
Food and Drug Administration 
and Dr. Dee M. Graham of the 
University of Missouri. 
Each 
man 
possesses 
a 
background qualifying him to 
speak on this topic which is of 
such interest to consumers. But 
their approaches are different. 
Dr. Johnson, being Director of 
the Division of Nutrition with 
FDA and having been closely 
involved in developing the new 
FDA food labeling regulations, 
is eloquent in support of those 
r e g u l a t i o n s . Dr. Graham 
Chairman o ' the Department of 
Food Science and Nutrition at 
the University of Missouri, was 
formerly with a prominent food 
processing firm, so his approach 
is 
especially 
knowledgeable 
regarding some of the problems 
the regulations may face.

Dr. Johnson explained for the 
assembled food 
writers 
that 
FDA’s mission is to protect the 
consumer 
from 
hazards 
and 
obvious fraud. He pointed out 
that, 
historically 
FDA 
has 
performed this task by police 
work and in his opinion this 
has not been sufficiently ef­ 
fective, 
Meantime, Dr. Johnson, said, 
times have changed. We have 
changed 
from 
a 
producing 
society to a consuming society. 
We no longer make the things 
we use, FDA’s approach now 
must be to give the consumer 
more information with which to 
protect 
and 
guide 
himself. 
Regarding 
food, 
this 
moans 
there must be new food labeling 
regulations. 


The New Regulations 
The new regulations, he said, 
will provide: 1) a mechanism 
to 
identify 
the 
quality 
of 
products; 2) and aid in planning 
adequate meals; 
and 3) the 
stimulus for greater interest in 
nutrition. 
T e c h n i c a l l y , 
a 
food 
manufacturer will not have to 
list the 'nutritional content on. 
his product label. Only if he 
fortifies his product by adding 
some nutrient, 
or wishes to 
make some claim of dietary 
benefit does he then “trigger” 
the 
requiremen* 
for 
specific 
information on his label. Of 
course, the realities of com­ 
petition. — such as a competitor 
making 
claims 
and 
listing 
nutritional content — means a 
food m anufacturer could well 
find that the labeling is not 
voluntary at all, but essential 
and 
forced upon him 
if he 
wishes to remain in business. 
But if one believes the more 
information 
consumers 
have, 
the better, such problems as the 
foregoing are not a deterrent. 
And once a food processor gets 
into labeling, what must he list? 
We’ll get into that next week, 
along 
with 
some 
of 
Dr. 
G raham s’s apprehensions as to 
whether all this will actually 
be good for the consumer.
